1.  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME  -  HOME  HELP  SERVICE.  Cases  are  dealt  with  by  direct 
application  from  the  District  Nurses  or  Health  Visitors  to  the 
County  Office. 


2.  NUMBER  OF  MIDWIVES.  The  District  Nurses,  of  whom  there  are  1 6,  act  in 

this  capacity. 

3.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES.  Clinical  material  is  examined  at  the  County 

Laboratories  as  previously  and  also  at  the  Pathological  Department 
of  the  Royal  Devon  &  Exeter  Hospital. 

4»  LEGISLATION  IN  FORCE.  There  has  been  no  major  change  during  the  year 
with  regard  to  Legislation  in  force  throughout  the  area. 

5.  POST  HILL  HOSPITAL.  This  Hospital  now  has  30  medical  and  convalescent 
beds.  The  former  Diptheria  block  is  out  of  use  owing  to  lack  of 
available  funds  and  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  staff.  Cases  are 
admitted  from  the  Tiverton  &  District  Hospital  and  from  Exeter. 
Cases  are  also  sent  in  direct  by  General  Practitioners. 
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6.  GENERAL  SURGICAL  AND  MEDICAL  CASES.  The  Tiverton  Hospital  Group  have 

provided  an  essential  service  to  our  district  for  very  many  years 
and  this  is  particularly  true  with  regard  to  emergencies.  The 
rather  liberal  number  of  beds  has  obviated  the  disgraceful  waiting 
lists  which  exist  elsewhere.  I  regard  it  of  the  utmost  importance 
that  nothing  is  done  to  interfere  with  this  happy  state  of  affairs. 

By  this  I  mean  that  a  medical  staff  should  be  maintained  of  a 
suitable  quality  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  district,  which  has  always 
regarded  Tiverton  as  its  centre  for  most  of  its  hospital  requirements. 

7.  MATERNITY  CASES.  The  majority  are  admitted  to  the  Tiverton  and  District 

Hospital,  admission  being  controlled  by  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

We  could  do  with  a  few  more  beds. 

8.  AGED  SICK.  Improvement  in  the  County  Welfare  Service  has  eased  our 

problems  in  this  direction,  but  our  hospital  beds  are  still  cluttered 
up  with  the  type  of  patient  who  would  be  better  dealt  with  at  much 
less  expense  in  a  County  Hostel.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 
WATER  SUPPLIES 

Since  April,  1958,  "the  North  Devon  Water  Board  has  been  responsible 
for  supplying  this  Rural  District  with  water. 

They  have  carried  out  several  improvements  during  the  past  year 
including  the  augmentation  of  the  Regional  Supply  with  water  from 
Churchstanton.  The  Board  have  also  extended  their  mains  at  Bickleigh, 
Langford  Cullompton  and  Waterslade  Hockworthy. 

During  1959  regular  samples  have  been  taken  from  all  the  schemes 
operated  by  the  North  Devon  Water  Board.  The  majority  of  these  have 
been  satisfactory.  Occasionally  it  has  been  necessary  for  the  Board 
to  step  up  the  chlorination  in  parishes  where  intermittent  pollution 
occurs. 

We  understand  that  during  I960  work  will  proceed  on  the  scheme  for 
supplying  water  to  Rosemary  Lane  and  the  Village  in  the  Parish  of 
Clayhidon.

In  a  number  of  cases  where  unsatisfactory  reports  were  obtained  it  was 
recommended  that  a  domestic  type  filter  be  fitted  and  in  other  cases  the  users 
were  advised  to  boil  all  water  for  drinking  purposes.  Owing  to  the  very  dry 
summer  a  number  of  farms  and  other  premises  on  the  western  side  of  the  district 
were  without  water  for  some  weeks  and  arrangements  were  made  with  the  County 
Fire  Service  for  water  to  be  taken  to  these  premises. 


PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 

There  is  only  one  public  swimming  bath  in  the  districts  this  is  situated 
at  the  Old  Well  Roadhouse,  Waterloo  Cross,  Uffculme.  The  bath  is  75  feet  long 
by  20  feet  wide.  At  the  beginning  of  the  season  the  bath  is  completely  filled 
with  water  from  a  nearby  spring.  The  water  is  then  re-circulated  through  a 
filter  and  hand  chlorinated.  There  is  also  a  continuous  flow  of  spring  water 
into  the  bath.  Although  the  water  has  an  objectionable  appearance  during  the 
hot  summer  weather,  bacteriological  examinations  of  samples  of  the  water  have 
all  proved  satisfactory.  We  are  arranging  for  weekly  samples  to  be  taken 
from  the  swimming  bath  during  the  summer  of  I960.  The  swimming  bath  is  used 
by  the  children  attending  the  secondary  schools  at  Uffculme  and  Cullompton. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  new  scheme  at  Willand  has  been  completed  and  will  be  handed  over  to  the 
Council  in  I960.  There  are  still  complaints  regarding  the  effluent  at  Lloyd 
Maunders.  We  understand  that  their  consultants  are  preparing  a  comprehensive 
scheme  to  deal  with  the  effluent  from  these  premises. 

Good  progress  has  also  been  made  with  the  Uffculme  Scheme  and  this  should  also 
be  handed  over  to  the  Council  early  in  I960.  A  supplementary  scheme  for  the 
elimination  of  infiltration  water  is  also  to  be  prepared  by  the  Consulting 
Engineers. 

Work  has  also  started  on  the  sewerage  scheme  for  the  Parish  of  Culmstock 
and  this  scheme  should  also  be  handed  over  to  the  Council  during  I960. 

Further  schemes  are  to  be  prepared  for  the  parishes  of  Burlescombe 
including  Westleigh,  Holcombe  Rogus  and  Silverton.  It  is  hoped  that  these 
schemes  will  be  submitted  to  the  ministry  during  I960  in  order  that  work  can 
commence,  possibly  in  1961. 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  (Continued) 

The  preparation  of  the  main  scheme  for  Cullompton  has  been  delayed  for  two 
reasons  -  l)  the  uncertainty  as  to  whether  Sellwoods  Tannery  would  be  rebuilt 
after  the  disastrous  fire 5  and  2)  for  new  gauges  to  be  taken  of  the  flow  in 
the  existing  sewer  after  a  preliminary  scheme  for  the  elimination  of  infil¬ 
tration  water  from  the  present  sewers  has  been  carried  outs  this  work  has  now 
been  carried  out  at  a  cost  of 

It  is  hoped  that  a  comprehensive  scheme  for  Cullompton  will  be  submitted  to 
the  Ministry  during  I960.

CYSTICERCUS  BOVIS 

This  condition  appears  to  be  increasing  steadily  and  is  apparently 
due  to  the  number  of  displaced  persons  in  our  m.dst  coming  from  where  the 
condition  is  endemic.  As  infected  animals  have  been  moved  about  so 
frequently  and  very  often  come  from  outside  our  district,  it  is 
impossible  for  the  local  authority  to  carry  out  adequate  investigation 
of  this  condition.  I  suggest  this  would  be  better  done  on  a  county 
basis.
